He can remember of hearing 
a quick footstep and then of feeling a sharp 
pain in his head. When he regained con- 
sciousness it was daylight. 

He staggered to his feet and found the 
whole house in a state of disorder. It needed 
no careful examination to show that he had 
been robbed. 

Still drowsy, the educator groped his way 
to a bed and slept for several hours, over- 
coming, he believes, the effects of some drug 
administered by the robbers after he had 
been struck down, Later he made his way 
to the office of Dr. Andrew McDiarmid, 6307 
Monroe avenue, where a scalp wound caused 
by the blow was dressed. Dr. McDiarmid 
expressed the opinion that the robbers had 
chloroformed their victim. 

In discussing the attack Mr. Smith last 
night said that he could aid the police no 
further than to furnish an imperfect de- 
scription of his assailants. The tall man. 
the spokesman, was of light complexion, 
while his male companion was smaller of 
stature and dark. He noted nothing of the 
woman’s appearance except that she wore 
a high fur collar.

William C. Hicks, Batter of Brad-

James E. Burns, the conductor, told. Mr.

“I put out my hand to push him back.“ 
said Burns, “ but. before I could do so he 
stepped into the car with one foot, and just 
then the car fell several feet. I did not start 
the car, and the drop must have been due 
to something breaking in the machinery or 
cables. Mr. Hicks was jammed between the 
floor of the bullding and the top of the car,

HOW MOVEMENT BEGAN. 


[By Franklin MacVeagh, merchant, 


representing the public. 
The movement which received such strong 
impetus in the meeting in New York was 
begun one year ago in an mdustrial confer- 
ence in this city conducted under the aus- 
pices of the Civic federation. I was chair- 
man of the conference, which decided after 
several daye’ deliberation, in which the fore- 


most representatives of labor and capita! 
in thie country joined, that great questions 


in the future ought to be settled by a national 
arbitration committee. 

Compulsory arbitration and voluntary ar- 
bitration were both discussed, and it was 
the general opinion that where either side 
interested was influenced by the prejudice 
of local opiniones and conflicts there could be 
no satisfactory adjustment of their differ- 
ences. As a result of that conference I was 
authorized to appoint a committee of ten 
to undertake the formation of an organiza- 
tion which would result in the establishment 
of a national tribunal of arbitration. _ 
That was tne beginning of the movement. 
Afterwards this committee was increased 
by additions from all parts of the country 
until it reached the number of 100. It was 
this committee which met in New York. 
The new committee is composed of the fore- 
most captains of labor and capital in the 
country. To these were added a certain 
number of citizens to represent the people. 
In this way a committee has been formed 
which will wield an immense influence in 
the adjustment of industrial questions that 
may come before them. , 

I do not believe for a minute that it will 
abolish strikes, These will occur locally 
wherever workmen and their employers are 
unable to agree. But the appointment of the 
committee is a long step toward the settle- 
ment of questions involving the opposing 
forces.

Andrew Carnegie had a conference with 
President Roosevelt today regarding a na- 
tional university, during which the million- 
aire philanthropist offered to present the 
$10,000,000 offered in cash, or government 
bonds, instead of steel bonds, ? 

Mr. Carnegie advised the President that 
he was not disposed to limit the amount of 
his donation, and offered to increase the 


amount to at least $25,000,000, 


It will cost Mr. Carnegie a great deal more 
to donate the $10,000,000 in the form of 
government bonds, as the Steel stock is 
not at its par value, but he does not object 
to doing this, as he earnestly desires to 
see this great project carried out. He would 
have preferred to have had the Steel bonds 
accepted, as the income from them would 
be four or five times greater than the earn- 
ings of the government bonds. 


Why Steel Bonds Were Opposed.

Wild Man Declines to Kill

The sawdust was real, but the red lemon- 
ade was claret punch. The double jointed 
peanuts were there, but they could be fed 
to the elephants without cost.. Thé side show 
barker had lungs of leather and the voice of 
a megaphone, but he did not take in any 
money. The fat lady was as big as Miss 
Pinto, the pachyderm; Virginia, the horse 
hair woman, was as beautiful as a Shetland 
pony; and Mountain Bob, the cowboy, was a 
marvel of tattoded art; but there were many 
things which would have grieved the soul 
of P. T. Barnum at the circus of the Chicago 
Athletic association last night. 

The barker, with his stack of red tickets at 
the side show door, was harmless. The un- 
wise who thought they were at a church 
bazaar and had a roll of bills ready found 
that they could not spend anything. A man 
escorting four women, who pushed his way 
up to the barker’s box and handed him a bill 
for some tickets and who received his money 
back with them, was so astonished that the 
snake charmer could not fascinate him after 
he got inside. That was where Barnum 
would have grieved. 


Hey, Rube” Warns Members. 

Otherwise it was the greatest show on 
earth, with a menagerie of wild animals for 
those who needed an excuse to go to the 
circus and the sawdust ring inside the big 
tent. When everything had been marveled 
at there was still the sawdust to be admired. 
It was the real circus article, although it was 
mostly shavings at that. But it had the 
circus odor. P. T. Barnum would have felt 
at home. It carried so much of the at- 
mosphere of a three-ringed circus with an 
elevated stage that some of the club mem- 
bers thought they ought to make the re- 
semblance complete and crawl in under the 
tent flaps. But there were a number of 
husky circus men about, and they were 
afraid of the cry of Hey, Rube.” . 

Before the sawdust ring in the big tent 
was filled with gauze and gay colored tights 
there was big business done by the Wild Man 
of the Everglades and the Lion Tamer. The 
Wild Man was scheduled to kill his keeper. 
There was a picture of his doing it on the 
outside of the tent, but the Wild Man went 
on strike because no one fed him double- 
jointed peanuts.

MYSTERIOUS YOUNG WOMAN AT 
DETENTION HOSPITAL. 
Resplendent with Jewelry and Carry- 
ing $1,300 in Money, Mise Frances 
Ross of Portiand, Ore., Begs to Be 
Guarded Against Unknown Pur- 
suers—Applied at St. Augustine Sem- 
inary to Become a Religious—Ac- 
tions Resulted in Call for the Police. 


- Wearing $2,000 worth of jewelry and car- 
rying nearly an equal amount of money, a 
woman, giving the name of Frances Ross, 
paced about the ward in the Detention Hos- 
pital yesterday and begged the attendants 
to save her from a man who she said was 
seeking her life. The assurance of the at- 
tendants that she was safe from injury 
could not calm her. In her terror she drew 
off a diamond ring, estimated to be worth 
$300, and begged a nurse to accept it and 
remain with her to guard her. 

Last Thursday the police of the New 
City Station, Forty-seventh and Paulina 
streets, were called to the St. Augustine Sem- 
inary at Laflin and Fifty-third streets, where 
the woman was found in an apparently de- 
mented condition. According to the story 
related by the Mother Superior, the young 
woman had arrived at the seminary the pre- 
vious day and had told of her desire to be 
enrolled among the sisters of the convent. 
She said she had been a member of the 
Church of the Immaculate Conception in 
Portland, and was admitted to the convent. 


Peculiar Actions Attract Attention. 

Her peculiar actions soon attracted atten- 
tion and the next day she sought the protec- 
tion of the Mother Superior and declared that 
her life was being sought by enemies whom 
she would not name. The police were noti- 
fied and the young woman was removed to 
the station and later to the Armory Annex.

Secure Radical Changes in the Lawes 
Governing the Assesemeit of Pri- 


vate ane Property. 


Cleveland, O., Dec. 18.—[Special. I Pon 
L. Johnson is getting ready to spend the 
greater part of the winter in watching the 
‘work of the General Assembly in order that 
he may be able to give persona! attention to 


Ohio. He will spend the greater part of 
the time, however, in Columbus, devoting 
Sat y and Sunday of each week to his 
duties as Mayor of Cleveland. 

In this way he expects to assume the role 
of director; general of the fifty-four Demo- 
crates in the Legislature—twelve in the Sen- 
ate and forty-two in the House. 

There are several important bills that 
Mayor Tom expects to introduce in the Les- 
islature this winter. | 


Summary of Proposed Laws. 

The following is a brief summary of 6 
few things the Mayor of Cleveland wants at 
the hands of the General Assembly: 

Repeal of the law providing for the ap- 
praisement of railroad property by the mile 
by the auditors from the counties through 
which the several roads run. He would 
have them appraised the same as other 
property—according to actual value in what- 
ever county the assessed holding may be 
located. He would also supplement this 
enactment with & law making it an offense 
punishable by peremptory removal from 
office for any county auditor or other offi- 
clal delegated with powers of appraisement 
of railroad property for taxation, to accept 
a railroad pass, 

A bill providing for publicity and con- 
tinuity in the appraisement of all kinds of 
real property. This bill will provide that 
all real estate be displayed by large maps, 
by wards, the appraisement to be conducted 
in the presence and with the assistance of 
the owners. To facilitate the appraisement 
a Judge is to be appointed to act as referee 
between an attorney who will represent the 
commonwealth and the owners of the prop- 
erty. 

A law which will permit the taxation of 
public privileges enjoyed by street railways, 
gas and telephone companies—intangible 
property which the owners thereof cal! fran- 
chises, and which, it is contended, is not 

Details Not Yet Clear. 

Mayor Johnson has not yet made clear by 
what method he proposes to appraise mu- 
nicipal franchises, but it is generally pre- 
sumed that the method will be along the 
lines of his ideas for the appraisement of 
other corporation fealty values. 

The tax champion has been busily en- 
gaged for six weeks with the Cuyahoga 
delegation upon his draft of plans for taxa- 
tion reforms as outlined above, but the full 
scope of the measures to be taken will not 
be made public until after the Legislature 
meets and he has had time to marsha! his 
forces.

Daughter, Loyal Througheut, Admits 
‘She. Will Leave the Family Rest- 
dence in Indiana Avenve on Satur- 
day—Contempt of Court Case Re- 
garding Alimony Due His Wife to

As the culminating incident of domestic 
difficulties that have absorbed the household 
of George F. Harding for more than twelve 
years, it was stated yesterday that the Hard- 
ing residence at 2536 Indiana avenue would 
soon be closed.

The matter came up yesterday 
upon a motion of Mr. Harding's attorney, 
William J. Armen, that a writ upon which 
he was taken into court for failure to pay 
his wife $11,716 alimony be quashed. The 
case will be concluded today. 

The story of the entanglements of Mr. and 
Mrs. Harding was told upon the witness 
stand by Victor M. Harding, attorney and 
agent for his mother.

THE ECONOMICS OF DIVORCE. 

There is perhaps no feature of social 
life in the United States which foreigners 
condemn more universally than the fre- 
quency of divorce. It may be true as a 
general thing that Americans are less 
troubled nowadays by the disapproval of 
visitors from abroad than they were a half 
century ago, but on this one point at least 
they seem to remain peculiarly sensitive. 
When a foreigner commences to dilate upon 
the divorce evil the American finds little 
to suy, and whenever a number of Ameri- 
cans have assembled in convention they can 
be depended upon to pass resolutions de- 
nouncing the laws that facilitate separa- 
tion of husband and wife with the same 
unanimity and unction with which they 
pass resolutions favoring the extension of 
civil service or demanding the suppression 
of anarchy. 

Indiscriminate condemnation of any in- 
stitution, however, from the saloon to the 
spoils system, may readily lead toerror. If 
there is any truth in the old adage, we ought 
to find that there are two sides to all ques 
tions even to that of divorce. Indeed, as 
the increase in divorces is generally thought 
to indicate a lowering of moral tone, it 
would seem that Américans ought to be par- 
ticularly ready to see the good side of this 
question, if any such there be. 3 

If one commences consciously to search 
for the redeeming features of the situation 
he ig likely to observe a striking corre 
epondence between the increase in the em- 
ploy t of women and the growth of di- 
vorce. According to the federal census re- 
turns, the number of women in the United 
‘States having “gainful occupations” in- 
creai 


i from 1,836,288 in 1870 to 2,647,157 
‘in 1880, and to 3,914,571 in 1890. As yet 
‘the pation statistics for 1900 have not 


been published; but these figures show that 
female breadwinners doubled in number 


and there is every reason for anticipating 
that the new census will show substantial 
gaine over the latter year. If instead of 
‘these actual numbers one takes the propor- 
tion of females earning money to the whole 
number over 9 years of age, the same result 
appears, though in figures that seem less 
striking. Expressed in percentages these 
pro s are 13.1, 14.7, and 17.0, re- 
spectively, for 1870, 1880, and 1890. If 
the gain has continued in the present dec- 
ade we may expect to find that in 1900 near- 


ly woman in every five over 9 years 
of was a breadwinner. 
It is, of course, possible to interpret the 


parallel between this increase of money- 
| ing among women and the increase of 
divorce in two ways. A carping pessimist 
say that it shows that independent em- 
payment unfits women for becoming happy 
wives.
